In order to abide by current rules involving 
COVID-19, all people using the subway are 
required to wear masks and stay more than six 
feet from one another inside the subway cars.

distancing, Hamptons Subway last week began 
handing out free six-foot-long wooden rulers to 
everyone coming through the turnstiles, which 
read HAMPTONS SUBWAY RULES in green 
on both sides. This idea came from our new 
Marketing Director, Janet McMillan-Harrison, 
the former marketing director at Hertz. Because 
these rulers are subsequently carried not only on 
the platforms and in the trains but also on the 
street, yes, this is very good advertising. 

To use, place one end of it next to the person 
beside you, hold it horizontal and walk yourself 
to the other end and then maintain that distance. 
The ruler giveaway has been so successful that 
we've had a second printing. On this new batch 
after HAMPTONS SUBWAY RULES we’ve added 
NO SWORD FIGHTING, this in response to a 
request from police who say they’ve had to break 
up bands of teenagers engaging in that activity, 
not only on the platforms but also up on the 
sidewalks. 


TWELVE CARS 
Riders will also notice that our subway trains 
now are 12 cars long instead of 6. Because of 


social distancing, we’ve had to double the number 
of cars on each train. We owe this to Subway 
Commissioner Bill Aspinall, who thought it up. 
Aware that the shut-down would soon be partially 
lifted, he, ahead of time, negotiated to lease 36 
subway cars from the Toronto Subway System 


_ to add to the 36 Hamptons Subway cars. They 


arrived by barge from Land o’ Lakes, Canada just 
days before the six-foot rule was announced by 
Governor Cuomo, and so were ready to go at the 
Montauk Yards when we got the go-ahead. Trains 
that are 12 cars long instead of 6, of course, do 
not fit into our stations. So as we've been telling 
everybody over and over, the train pulls into a 
station and stops with the first six green-and- 
white Hamptons Subway cars for people to get on 
and off, then starts up and moves forward so the 
last six cars—which say ‘Toronto Subway System’ 
on the sides in pink and purple—can stop at the 
station, at which time the doors open a second 
time for the second group to get on and off. Then 
finally the train departs for good. . 


COMMISSIONER ASPINALL’S MESSAGE 
We've done everything we can to keep this 
double-stopping situation as simple as possible. 
The mechanical voice that used to say “Watch 
out for the closing doors” now says “This is the 
first stop at this station. Watch out for the closing 
doors.” And then a minute later it says “This is 
the second stop at this station. Watch out for the 
closing doors.” We hope this helps. And please 
don’t be upset about getting on or off a car that 
says Toronto Subway System in pink and purple. 
It’s really all okay. @&

LAKE AGAWAM PROBE FINDS MORE THAN 
: ALGAE 

The Hamptons Police Department Science 
Division published results of their recent study of 
Lake Agawam and the highly toxic levels of blue- 
green algae, aka cyanobacteria, levels. The report 
is not very promising, but there may be more 
pressing concerns than algae in the lake. 

According to HPD spokesman Rex Gallant, 
Science Division researchers launched a floating 
test drone into the lake on April 1 and immediately 
began taking readings of pollution levels and 
monitoring various other activities in the 64-acre 
body of water. “The artificial intelligence (AI) 
drone, which we call STEVE, is no bigger than a 
30-gallon trashcan, and outfitted with state-of- 
the-art equipment, including an autonomous, 
free-thinking robot brain; high-speed internet 
connection; 360-degree, high-definition video 
cameras above and below the surface; parabolic 
microphones; and some very scientific water 
testing computers,” Gallant explained.

view,” he added, pointing out that residents said 
they would destroy STEVE if he sullied their view. 

HPD published STEVE’s initial two-month 
report on June 1, along with a note that said no 
more reports would follow because the polluted 
lake water fully liquified the device on May 24. 
Dan’s Papers has compiled the highlights, written 
in STEVE’s words, below. RIP STEVE. 

April 1: This is gross. Why has father banished 
me from the lab? 

April 3: Cyanobacteria levels high. I feel unsafe.

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All for the East End (AFTEE) 
Is Feeding the Need 


More than $500,000 has already been given to community organizations 


AFTEE IS GIVING BACK TO THE COMMUNTY AND HELPING FOOD PANTRIES FEED THOSE IN NEED

mid the hope that comes with both business 

reopening efforts and the daily flip of the 
calendar that brings true summer ever closer, 
there is the reality that the coronavirus pandemic 
has hit the East End of Long Island on countless 
levels, and that there is still a great deal of 
work to do and aid to give. Nonprofit groups 
and community-service organizations are facing 
growing needs and unpredictable futures, and the 
crisis has struck local food pantries particularly 
hard, where people are coming in search of help 
in unprecedented numbers. 

“By this time of the year we would normally 
see it slowing down, as seasonal workers would 
be going back to work,” says Vicki Littman, the 
chairperson of the East Hampton Food Pantry. 
“But the need keeps growing. During the first 
two weeks of April we fed 1,039 individuals. 
In May, those numbers tripled! People are so 
grateful, they call us their ‘food pantry family.’ 
Many who were once our donors are now 
our clients.” 

The numbers of families and individuals 
experiencing food insecurity continue to rise, 
along with the cost to supply groceries. Heart of the 
Hamptons, the pantry serving the Southampton 
community, reports staggering numbers. Over 
a two-month period in April and May 2019, its 


food costs were slightly. more that 
$3,000. In that same period this 
year, food costs exceeded $70,000. 

With a growing local humanitarian 
crisis underway, Southampton 
Town Supervisor Jay Schneiderman 
and Bridgehampton resident Dan 
Shedrick, with help from State 
Assemblyman Fred Thiele, initiated 
a public/private partnership to “Feed 
the Need” under the All for the East 
End (AFTEE) banner. 

AFTEE already had a long history of helping 
the community.. Founded in 2013, its mission 
was to support the more than 1,000 nonprofit 
organizations on the East End that make this 
community a better place for the people to live 
and work. The model was simple: develop a pool 
of money that would be available to any nonprofit 
through a grant process, in partnership with 
the Long Island Community Foundation/AFTEE 
Fund. 

The original founder, Myron Levine, developed 
the idea after an outpouring of community 
compassion following a tragic tractor accident 
at Quail Hill farm that took the life of a family 
member. Levine wanted some way to give back 
to the beautiful East End and support its quality 
of life for all residents. Some may remember the 
AFTEE fundraising concert the summer of 2013, 


— 


featuring Avicii, Adam Lambert and 
Nile Rodgers, which took place at 
Martha Clara Vineyards. Money was 
raised and several rounds of grant- 
making took place, helping dozens of 
local organizations. 

Fast forward to 2020—same 
mission, but a different time and 
a rapidly growing economic crisis 
caused by COVID-19. Restaurants 
and businesses closing, people losing 
jobs and income, and the local food 
pantries beginning to experience pressures 
never before seen. Fundraising had to shift 
into high gear with a clear focus to “Feed the 
Need.” AFTEE, with its unique mandate among 
local organizations to support all five East End 
towns, was positioned to take on fundraising 
that would benefit the entire community. The 
Town of Southampton was the first to step 
up, with funding of $150,000. Shinnecock Hills 
followed with $100,000, as did The Bridge, and 
the Willem De Kooning Foundation donated 
$50,000. There have also been a number of very 
generous anonymous donors. 

“We moved fast,” says Claudia Pilato, 
AFTEE Board President. “We began requesting 
contributions and found overwhelming 
generosity. And funds continue to arrive 
from all areas of the community. Credit card 
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donations through aftee.org have been steady, 
and checks show up at our P.O. box. We are 
witnessing real kindness and concern for those 
in need. 

“Because AFTEE is aware of the needs across 
our region,” Pilato adds, “we have been able to 
support not only the more established pantries 
but those that have emerged to care for at-risk 
communities who don’t have the same access to 
funding, especially in Flanders and Riverhead.” 

Thus far, AFTEE has provided grants to 
more than 30 organizations totaling more than 
$500,000. A grant committee, consisting of one 
member of each of the five East End towns, meets 
on a weekly basis to review and approve grants. 
Any nonprofit organization on the East End 
dealing with food instability or other emerging 
issues caused by the pandemic can submit a grant 
request at aftee.org. 

AFTEE has no paid staff, but it does have a fully 
engaged and proactive board of directors and a 
community outreach committee that includes 
pantry and community leaders. And although 
this crisis and the needs are immediate, the 
organization has made it clear that it is here for 
the long term. “The needs will’ evolve, but we 
should not expect the problems to evaporate,” 
notes Pilato. ““Normal’ will look very different 
going forward, and our community will continue 
to need our support.”

East End performer Gene Casey is also looking 
forward to this special event. “Musicians and 
artists are always ready to lend a hand for a good 
cause and in 2020 we have a whopper of a cause, 
right here at home,” Casey says. “We applaud the 
work All for the East End does and are excited 
that the Sag Harbor American Music Festival has 


ae a 
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teamed up for this event, and are thankful and 
honored to be a part of it.” 

“Bringing people together through music is 
what we are about,” says Kelly Connaughton 
Dodds, President and Co-Artistic Director of the 
Sag Harbor America Music Festival (SHAMF), 
which is producing the event, along with Joe 
Lauro of the Hoodoo Loungers and his company 
Historic Films, which is editing and producing 
the video. “We are thrilled to be of service to 
AFTEE, helping raise awareness and funds for 
‘Feed the Need’ while connecting these iconic 
local performers directly to our community.”

The Bird Feeders 
¢¢ Why don’t we put a bird feeder on our front lawn?” my wife asked. 


We were out on our afternoon walk on the shores of Three Mile Harbor: 


and she, with her binoculars, was looking at the shorebirds swooping 
arcund. 

I thought it a wonderful idea. We’re home sequestering because of the 
COVID-19 virus. The walks get us out every afternoon into the wild for an 
hour to look at, among other things, the birds. Why not have it so that we 
not only go out to see them, but have them over to our house to see us? We 
weren't having any humans over, after all. But we could have birds. 

We live on a hillside overlooking the harbor. So we set up two bird 
feeders, each a hanging lantern sort of thing at the top of long poles stuck in 
the ground on our front lawn, just a foot beyond the end of our deck. We’d 
see the birds up close from our breakfast table where we eat every morning.

Beyond the birds, we could watch the yachts, sailboats, kayakers, eagles, 
osprey, swans and seagulls. 

That first morning, nobody came. We’d filled the smaller lantern with 
something called Nyjer — made from thistles—which the finches were 
supposed to eat. And we’d filled the larger lantern with sunflower chips for 
everybody else to eat. 

We sat there staring at the lanterns for a while. 

“So, we set out a buffet,” I said. I was eating cheerios. “They're not 
interested.” 

“Wait,” my wife said. 

So we waited. After a while, our squirrel scrambled over. I say he is our 
squirrel because he’s been hanging around—we see him every day on the 
deck railings, out getting nuts for his family. It’s always the same squirrel. 
We've been here 30 years. Anyway, he scrambled over to the two lanterns— 
just an easy jump away—but he stayed on the railing and just stared at 
them. Then he scrambled away. . 
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Over coffee, a black bird came. He did the same thing, but he flew away. 

“I think you should contact Wild Bird Crossing which sold us this rig,” I 
hoe “Tt’s not working.” 

. Wild Bird Crossing is in Bridgehampton. 

_ “He’s gone off to tell his friends,” my wife said. 

By the way, one of the two lanterns is called “The Squirrel Buster.” It has 

four round holes just above four metal perches that jut out. The bird stands 

_ onthe perch, puts his beak in and eats. The perches each can hold just three 
pounds. If any larger creature steps onto the perch, the perch, on a spring- 
loaded hinge, collapses downward to become flush with the side. It’s like 

_a trap door. Squirrels learn quickly and never come back. This bird feeder 
won an award for that. The other bird feeder is smaller and has a perch too 
small and precarious for squirrels. 

The next morning, still nobody came. But the third morning, the first 
black bird was back, with another black bird. They chattered away and ate 
before flying off. .

breakfast visitors. There’s an almost infinite number of birds in the region. 
I’ve heard birds can migrate from as far north as Newfoundland and as far 
south as Costa Rica. The word is out. 

“How much does one of these bags of feed cost?” I asked her. 

“Oh, I don’t know,” she said. “Not much.” 

My wife’s now got a Sibley’s Birds of the Northeast book. She’s identifying 
all the birds. I don’t need to do this. Because I know what we have. Big 
black ones with white wing tips, yellow ones with grey wings, grey ones with 
yellow feet. It’s easy. 

Over the years, my wife and I have taken trips to faraway places together 
in the wintertime. One time we went on a safari in Africa for three weeks.

talks about what makes his work’ unique, 
finding new subjects and interesting challenges 
he plans on tackling. 


What was the inspiration for this piece? 

Whether I find inspiration in my garden, days 
at the beach, travels near or abroad, or even 
the lunch on my plate, most of my work comes 
from things that tug at my heart and excites 
me visually. Such is the case with my series 
of sneaker paintings. I grew up with high-top 
sneakers, and stil] wear them today. In the ’80’s, 
I played drums in a band and I had high-tops 
in six different colors. A white pair was one 
of my favorites. 


What makes a piece distinctly “Stanko?” 

I suppose what makes a “Stanko” a “Stanko” 
are the bright vivid colors, bold black outlines, 
and imagery usually perceived as positive and 
fun! I take it as a compliment—I hope it is— 
when people tell me, “I can pick out a ‘Stanko’ a 
mile away.” 


How do you find new subjects to paint? 

Honestly, just by living everyday life I find 
new subjects to paint. Just the other day, 
as I was pandemic-cleaning my _ studio 
shelves, I came across the box of marbles 
I played with as a child. I forgot I even 
had them! As soon as I finish the Coney Island 
boardwalk painting, another favorite subject 
of mine, I’m going to paint my childhood 
marbles. Again, it’s another image that'll tug at 
my heart. 


Who are some of your 
favorite 
contemporary artists? 

I'm a big “fan, of 
photography, from Ansel 
Adams to Annie Liebovitz. 
Photography speaks 
to me and I take many 
photographs myself that 
build up a treasure trove 
of ideas for paintings. 
But there are so many 
painters I admire. Just 
now thinking off the 
top of my head—Wayne 
Thiebaud, I love his work 
and the intense simplicity 
of his subjects and his 
painting style. Wolf Kahn, 
another favorite...I love 
his landscapes with his 
vibrant color palette. And, 
David Hockney’s bright 
pop colors and images of 
those familiar to him. 


You are very distinguished as an artist. 
What are some aspects of creating art 
that have become easier for you and some 
that are still challenges? 

Perhaps, one thing that has become easier 
is knowing my color palette. Painting all these 
years, I know what colors work off each other 
best, what colors will hit the viewers’ eyes first 
to project the real sense of the image I’m trying 
to project.

- Noxth Fork Community Theatre Prepares Its Next Act

(é4Stay home. for intermission. See you for the 
next act.” ; 

Those stirring words are what you'll see if you drive 
by the North Fork Community Theater (NFCT) in 
Mattituck. The NFCT is, perhaps, what people imagine 
when envisioning a community theater company. 
Housed in a beautiful building in the heart of Mattituck 
with a season of crowd-pleasing shows each year, 
NFCT means a lot to both audiences and locals who 
want to get involved in theater. Like many nonprofit 
organizations, especially in the arts, NFCT has had 
to quickly adapt in the wake of the quarantine. But 
the resilient group is working to ensure NFCT stays 
thriving, continues to grow and continues to be a 
vital part of the Mattituck community. As part of that 
adaptation, NFCT will host its 12th Annual Building on 
Tradition Gala virtually on Friday, June 12. 

The gala has been a huge part of NFCT’s livelihood 
for many years and has helped the company expand 
and grow. Thanks to fundraising, NFCT was able 
to purchase their home on Main Road and make 
it permanent, and in 2019 completed work on a 
rehearsal room and orchestra pit. “We want to keep the 
quaint, adorable look and feel,” NFCT Treasurer Mary 
Motto Kalich says, “but we’d really like it to sound 
better and have as great a theatrical capability and 
experience as we can.” Motto Kalich notes that making 
the gala virtual comes with its own positives. “You can 
bring together people that normally don’t have the 


time or energy to dress up and go somewhere,” she 
says. “Some other positives are that some Broadway 
actors [Rob Bartlett and Jim Borstelmann] are able 
to participate.” 

The gala will, of course, primarily feature 
performances from NFCT members, including some 
alumni who performed as kids and teens. “A number 
of people were in our Youth on Stage program and 
we're always sad to see them go,” Motto Kalich says. 
“Christina Stankowitz and Tom Ashton will perform. 
These people who are such a big part of our theater’s 
life, it’s nice to have them back in.” And to get 
the entire NFCT community involved, there will also 
be a recorded performance of a showtune mashup 
featuring anyone who wants to participate. “Normally 
we have our best people sing, because we want it to 
be an impressive thing,” Motto Kalich explains. “But 
community theater is from a variety of folks, so we sent 
an email out to everyone and said, ‘hey, do you want to 
be part of a mashup?’ So we gave them ‘Tomorrow and 
‘My Favorite Things’ and we gave them the track files 


that they could sing along to and record themselves 


singing on video.” 

There will also be an auction featuring the work of 
area artists. The art is actually on display on Love Lane 
prior to the event. Hard Corner Partners, LLC, which 
owns the former North Fork Bank space, donated the 
space for the display, and Crystal Clean did a thorough 
window cleaning. “There’s a beautiful display,” Motto

Kalich says. “There’s a whole art show on Love Lane 
you can see outside. It’s fun and different to do.” 

_ Keeping community theater alive is especially 
important in a time like this, as Motto Kalich believes 
NFCT provides more than just quality entertainment. 
As someone who started with NFCT at 13 years old, 
Motto Kalich has thought of the company as a home 
away from home for much of her life. “Obviously the 
craft and artistic side is important,” she says, ‘but the 
second half, which might be even more important, is the 
value of gathering people together and participating. I 
was directing The Producers this spring. We started 
doing online [rehearsals]. and even as we realized 
this is maybe not going to happen this year, it really 
helped having a group to share what we were going 
through. Every other day we met online, and the value 
of gathering was so important. That’s what community 
theater is. Whether you're rehearsing together or 
coming together to watch the show or coming to 
support the theater, it makes you feel attached. This is 
a little jewel we have here in our community and that 
makes you feel positive and attached to it. Sometimes 
that can be a huge help to people.”

Be Our Guest: A Different Kind of Summet Arvdves in Southampton 


p Reeeaiat og It is the hallmark of any chef or 
restaurant worth their proverbial artisanal sea 
salt. An ability to take the ingredients before them and 
make something greater than the sum of the parts. 
The notion of transforming also speaks to the ability, 
sometimes need, to change—with the seasons, with 
the unknown. As we face both the arrival of summer 
and the ongoing uncertainty of what will be allowed, 
and exactly when, regarding restaurants and dining 
here on the East End, hungry eyes are on how safely 
and quickly the hospitality experience can and must 
transform. 

Change will, of course, mean different things 
for different venues. At the Southampton Inn, for 
example, Claude’s Restaurant has evolved into The 
Great American Picnic Place, where all menu items 
are currently carry-out and the emphasis is on the 
environs in which to enjoy a meal as much as it is on 
the food itself. Claude’s has offered breakfast since 
quarantines and stay-at-home went into effect, and 
saw the chance to add to that by offering diners at least 
a taste of summertime escapes. Sandwiches, burgers, 
salads, soups, cheese plates, freshly baked sweets—put 
them in a picnic basket and the world of Southampton 
Village is your oyster. 

“You can take your picnic basket—with rosé or 
champagne, fruit smoothies or home-made iced 
tea—to your favorite table in the beautifully planted 
courtyard, on the pool patio, the lawns, to your guest 
room or Agawam Park,” says Southampton Inn owner 
Dede Gotthelf, who launched the Great American 
Picnic menus right before Memorial Day weekend. 
“There is plenty of room to spread out and enjoy your 
old-fashioned picnic.” 

In addition to meals available right there at the 
Southampton Inn, “we are distributing a list of all 
open village restaurants,” she says, along with “stores 
that offer curbside pick-up, and museum virtual 
and ‘spaced out’ events, like drive-in movies at the 
Southampton Arts Center.” 

As a hotel as well as a restaurant venue, the 
Southampton Inn has long seen Gotthelf embrace the 


role of ambassador to not just her establishment, but to 
the immediate village surroundings and the Hamptons 
at large. During the past few months, that role has 
certainly evolved. 

“Hotels were designated ‘essential’ in March and, as 
has been the case for around 50 years, the Southampton 
Inn remained open year-round,” she says. “It provided 
accommodation for nurses and fiber optic installers 
and others—an unusual guest roster but an ‘essential’ 
one this year.” 

Now that what has always been the high season on 
the East End is here, the unusual has become part of 
the new normal in the hotel industry. The Hamptons 
and the North Fork remain as beautiful as ever, 
without question, so the actual questions, as Gotthelf 
sees them, come with issues of safety related to the 


‘lifting of restrictions and “whether people will feel 


comfortable about traveling, and how to make them 
feel safe,” she says. “It is about being sure that all inns 
and bed-and-breakfasts have a new set of procedures 
to ensure. as much safety and CDC compliance as 
possible to instill confidence for potential visitors to 
the Hamptons.” 

And therein lies the challenge. In the two months 
leading upto Memorial Day weekend, “the Southampton 
Inn experienced hundreds of cancellations,” she 
says. “All of the corporate groups, family reunions, 
weddings and galas have been cancelled or postponed 
to autumn or 2021. All of the international travelers 
have cancelled. Almost all of the visitors flying in from 
California, Texas, Florida, etcetera have cancelled or 
postponed. Historically, these guests comprise around 
40% of the annual seasonal bookings at the inn. I do 
not think that Southampton Village will be hosting 
them during ‘season‘ 2020. 

“On the flip side,” she continues, “many people 
living within a two-hour driving radius of the East 
End will likely not fly to exotic far-away international 
destinations, or book cruises, or hold destination 
weddings in the Caribbean or Europe. They are 
inquiring about availability now. And we have seen 
a large jump in extended-stay requests—the entire 


month of July, or connecting rooms from now to 
August 31. As the rental market for houses heats up 
and inventories are dwindling, hotels and inns seem to 
be filling the void—and offer housekeeping and pools, 
tennis, beach shuttles, even landscaping!” 

For everyone arriving, the Southampton Inn will look 
a bit different this year. “Check-in is behind Plexiglas 
and from six-feet away, behind white stanchions. 
Guests will be given a beach bag with masks, gloves, 
a list of take-out eateries and procedures required for 
safety and health. Masks must be worn on property and 
are strongly recommended within the Southampton 
Village business district. All Southampton Inn 
employees wear masks—albeit with logos—and gloves, 
practice distancing, take temperatures, and perform a 
thorough disinfecting cleaning more frequently than in 
the past in guest rooms as well as all public areas. The 
pool is open but occupancy is limited to 10 swimmers. 
Lounge chairs are spaced at least six feet apart, with 
many chairs placed on the lawns outside the pool gates. 
Bikes, croquet and tennis rackets will all be disinfected 
after and prior to guest use.” 

With all that in place, an old adage comes to mind. ~ 
Transformed somewhat, of course. If you build it, how 
do you get them to come? 

“The challenge this year is two-fold,” Gotthelf says. 
“To get the word out that the inns and hotels are open 
and able to accommodate, and to let potential visitors 
know that «we provide the cleaning and distancing 
protocols necessary during this surreal time. Most 
inns of the Hamptons do not have elevators and 
long corridors and interconnected HVAC ducts. 
Southampton Village will likely enforce wearing masks 
when people are within 6 feet of one another. Hand 
sanitizers will be placed in strategic places. And as 
the whole village joins together to create a safe and 
welcoming environment, I think we will be perceived 
as a Safe and healthy destination for visitors.” 

“While perhaps naive and overly cautiously 
optimistic,” she continues, “I believe that we will have 
one of the best years ever—emotionally, spiritually, 
physically, and hopefully even financially.” 4

LGBT Netwoxk: Virtual Pride, Strengthening Online Community 


ride Month has officially begun, and with all that’s 
happening in the world right now, we could really 
use an excuse to celebrate. After postponing the 30th 
annual Long Island Pride parade and closing the 
doors of their centers on March 16, the LGBT Network 
quickly switched gears to make sure that all programs, 
services and Pride events were made available online 
as soon as possible, with new offerings added as well. 
Virtual New York Pride is a month-long celebration 
that features an online 5K race, a Pride exhibit 
recognizing LGBTQ heroes, an LGBT Youth Prom 
and, of course, the annual parade. In place of the 
goth annual procession, originally scheduled to take 
place at Jones Beach this year, the LGBT Network 
will host a virtual parade on Sunday, June 14 where 
organizations, community groups and businesses 
can register to “march” with photos, video and a 
special announcement of the group. The livestreamed 
event will include spectacular performances, speakers, 
special guests and a tribute to today’s LGBTQ heroes— 
doctors, nurses, food and package delivery workers, 
grocery store employees and other essential workers. 
“We're going to be showing people that LGBTQ people, 
in large numbers, are on the frontlines helping to fight 
- this virus and helping to save lives,” LGBT Network 
President/CEO David Kilmnick says, adding that the 
organization is asking the community to submit the 
names of heroes to virtualprideny.org/lgbtheroes 
for inclusion in the parade tribute and spotlights 
throughout the month. 
The Virtual Pride 5K Halicees people to run or 
walk wherever they can from June 12—14 to show our 
LGBTQ neighbors that they’re not alone, even when 


isolated in quarantine. Head to the Virtual New York 
Pride site for updates on the parade, Youth Prom 
and other events.One of the goals of Pride Month is 
to grow and strengthen the LGBTQ community, and 
that’s something the LGBT Network has made an 
increased push to do since the start of the COVID-19 
crisis. “We didn’t’ look at this as a deficit, we looked 
at this as an opportunity to reach more people, and 
that’s what we’ve been able to do through the virtual 
programs that we've established,” Kilmnick says. 
The online programming schedule is currently quite 
massive with screenings, game nights, singles mixers, 
family workshops, webinars with public officials and 
health professionals, wellness classes, support groups, 
youth hangouts and more. “We know we'll be back 


at our [LGBT Network] centers someday,” Kilmnick 
continues. “But what we’re creating now virtually is 
not going to go away. It’s going to be added to what 
we already offer, because there may be some kid out 
in Montauk, Southold or Greenport who feels like 
they can’t get to [The Hamptons LGBT Center in] Sag 
Harbor or wherever our programs are happening.” 

In order to best serve the local community, the LGBT 
Network recently surveyed LGBTQ Long Islanders 
about the issues facing them during the pandemic and 
created the New York LGBTQ Care Fund to address 
those needs, ensure essential services and even provide 
at-home HIV testing kits. Of those surveyed, many 
reported medical, housing and financial needs, as well 
as depression and anxiety due to isolation. “[At the 
beginning of the pandemic,] there was a lot of fear, 
and there still is fear, but we had to balance that fear 
with science and also [with the fact] that life does go 
on and that it’s not an option NOT to have a sense of 
community and a sense of pride. Our saying has been, 
which is how we operate in this virtual world, that, ‘We 
can still be out while we’re in,” Kilmnick explains. “Our 
community has been strong, resilient and tough. This 
isn’t the first pandemic that we’ve faced... We managed 
to get through [HIV/AIDS], persevere and accomplish 
a hell of a lot over the last 40+ years because we stuck 
together as a community that’s stronger together.”
